Apparatus for Making Solutions 
of Bisulphites. 





The apparatus herewith illustrated is 
more particularly intended for the treat- 
ment of solutions of lime and magnesia 
or of lime or magnesia for making bi- 
sulphites thereof, and while it acts upon 
the same general principle which has 
been employed for treating various solu- 
tions by charging them as they fall in a 
trickling or divided manner with a gas pass- 
ing up therethrough, it essentially differs 
from apparatus heretofore employed in its 
specific construction and many of its de- 
tails, separately or in combination, and is 
said to be better adapted to the purpose for 
which it is more especially intended. 

Figure 1 represents a sectional elevation 
of a tower, with inclosing framework and 
other appurtenances, making up the appa- 
ratus ; Fig. 2 is a horizontal section, in part 
upon a larger scale, on the line 2 2 in Fig. 
1, and Fig. 3 is a further horizontal section 
upon the line 3 3 in Fig. 1. 

A indicates a tower of any suitable height 
and size, built up in sections or otherwise 
to suit the location where it is used or 
strength of the solution required to be 
treated. The tower is shown of circular 
form; but it might be made square or of 
different shapes in transverse section and 
be constructed of wood, brick, tile or other 
acid resisting materials. Thus it may be 
made of heavy or thick planking bound by 
bands or hoops, 4, in a secure manner. 
This tower or tall vat rests upon a suitable 
foundation, B, which may be of brick and 
which serves to support a framework, C, 
that incloses and holds or sustains the 
tower. The bottom of the ‘tower forms a 
reservoir for the collection of the solution 
of bisulphite, ¢, and is provided with an 
overflow pipe, d, for running the solution off 
to any suitable storage tanks, and which is 
further provided in the upper part below a 
grating, S, with a pipe, ¢, through which 
the sulphur gases supplied by any suitable 
sulphur burning furnace pass on entering 
the tower. 
to dip into the bisulphite solution ¢ serves 
to prevent the gas from directly passing off 
with the solution through the overflow pipe 
@, and insures its upward flow through the 
tower to charge the lime or magnesia solu- 
tions as they fall in a spray or divided form 
down through the tower. 

D is a vat or tank on the top floor of the 
framework C or above the tower, into 
which the solution of lime and magnesia or 
lime or magnesia is pumped and delivered 
by a pipe, g, from any suitable supply ves- 
selortank. This vat D is provided with a 
discharge pipe and valve, 4, for regulating 
the supply of the solution from said vat to 
the upper portion of the tower. A similar 
vat or tank, D’, provided with a discharge 
pipe and valve, 4’, is also arranged above 
the tower, which tank when needed is 
supplied with the bisulphite solution ¢ from 
the reservoir at the base of the tower by a 
pipe g’, and pump, 7. 

E is a pipe leading from the top of the 
tower, arranged to pass off any waste or 
escaping gases, and into or through the 


base of which the discharge pipes and) 


valves 44’ are shown to enter. 
G is a shaft or post standing in the Centre 


of the tower and extending from the top to’ 


the bottom thereof. This shaft may be 
made of wood or any other acid resist- 
ing material. Upon this shaft, at suitable 
distances apart throughout its length, are 
secured cone shaped lags, 4, of wood or any 
other suitable material, to aid in giving the 
requisite trickling to the solution being 
treated as it falls in its downward course 
through the tower. Driven into or made 
fast to the shaft G, and preferably to the 
lags 4, throughout the length of the shaft, 
or greater portion thereof, surrounding the 
Shaft, are a series, in close succession, of 
radial blades, pins, fingers or teeth, /, of wood 


A guard or shield, /, arranged 


or other suitable material, over and between | it should not be so, that a far better grade 


which the solution being treated falls as it 
trickles down within the tower. 

H is a grating, shown as double, with the 
bars crossing one another, arranged in the 
upper portion of the tower, also made of 
wood or other suitable material, and serv- 
ing to hold the upper end of the post or 


shaft G, also serving to assist in dividing | 


or spraying the solution being treated as it 
passes into the tower for downward travel 
therethrough. 

In the operation of the apparatus the 
solution of lime and magnesia or of lime or 


made in vats at the base of the 
tower, after being agitated and 
made of the required strength is 
pumped through the pipe g into 
the tank D and allowed to flow in 
suitable quantities through the 
pipe and valve 4 into the top of 
the tower A over and through the 
grating H, which serves to break 
up the entering solution and to 
prepare it for further division into 
a mist or spray, as it trickles 
down through the tower, by the 
action of the lags 4 and pins or 
blades /on the shaft G, and ulti- 
mately through the grating S at 
the bottom of the tower. v 

These devices are said to oper- 
ate much more effectually than 
perforated diaphragms or reverse- 
ly inclined step-like partitions to 
break up the solution being treated 
and to expose its atoms to action 
by the gases with which it is 
treated. Thus, as the finely di- 
vided solution falls in its down- 
ward course over the lags 4 and 
over and between the pins or 
blades / it meets the strong sul- 
phur gases entering by the pipe ¢ 
and passing up through the tower. 
In this way the gases are made to 
come into such direct contact 
with the atoms of the solution or 
to produce such a thorough in- 
termingling of the gases and solu- 
tion as to effectually charge the 
solution with the gases, the latter 
becoming condensed or absorbed 
and their strength added to that of the solu- 
tion being treated and resulting ina solu- 
tion of bisulphites at the base of the 
tower. 

In case the bisulphite solution ¢, collected 
at the base of the ‘tower, is not of the de- 
sired strength, it may be pumped by the 
pump ? through the pipe g’ into the other 
tank D’, and from thence be passed in suit- 
able quantities down through the tower 
and over the lags 4 and over and between 
the pins or blades / to be recharged with 
the ascending gases until a proper strength 
for the bisulphite solution be obtained. 
This forms a repeating tower system which 
will be found of great advantage in many 
cases. 





Cellulose as a Basis for Explosives.

Among the many uses, other than 
for paper making, to which wood cellulose 
is being put comes the manufacture sof ex- 
plosives. Acertain quantity of half stuff 
has always been made for this industry, 
but since smokeless powders have had more 
attention paid them by the military authori- 
ties of several European countries the de- 
mand for cellulose suitable for explosives 
has much increased. 

Itis to be hoped that the makers of sul- 
phite fibre in the United States will recog- 
nize that there is an excellent outlet for 
their product at a remunerative figure in 
connection with the manufacture of explo- 
sives, and will cater to it instead of leaving 
this profitable trade to the foreign makers 
and importers. 

It is perhaps necessary to state, although

of sulphite fibre than is now made in this 


| country on an average is a sine gua non for 


this industry. For this purpose the fibre 
must be uniform, thoroughly cooked and 
washed with the most scrupulous care. 
These three properties are probably those 
most conspicuous by their absence in our 
domestic sulphite fibre, much to the detri- 
ment of the same, and it is to be hoped that 
the sulphite fibre makers of America will 
before long recognize the want of improve- 
ment in this direction. As long as any me-

allow the mill to run itself), and, what is 
worse still, while men without any chemical 
knowledge are allowed to monkey at their 
sweet will with digesters and acid plant, so 
long will the sulphite mills of this country 
continue to turn out an average product 
which can no more compare with German 
or Austrian average sulphite pulp than a 
hog can with a horse. 

There can be little doubt in the minds of 
the thinking members of our trade that 
America and Canada are naturally fitted to 
be the pulp producers for the globe, and it 
is to be hoped that the natural shrewdness 
of the American people will develop all ex- 
isting and invent many new uses for sul- 
phite fibre. Benj, Tilghman, the father 
of the sulphite fibre industry (and not 
Mitscherlich, as Commerzienrath Behrend of 
Varzin, Germany, the lessee of Prince Bis- 
marck’s paper mills, has amply proved), 
was a native of Pennsylvania and is still 
living, being well known in the glass indus- 
try as ‘‘Sand Blast Tilghman.”’ It is there- 
fore only fitting that the United States 
should in time take the leading place in 
this manufacture, although the Austrians, 
Germans and English have been allowed to 
develop the industry scientifically and prac- 
tically. 

In 1868 Captain Schultze introduced his 
wood powder into England, and the manu- 
facture was and is carried on by a stock 
company—the Schultze Gunpowder Com- 
pany—the basis being mechanically ground 
wood pulp. The process consists in nitrat- 
ing, mixing with nitrates and glutinous 
compounds, granulating and finally drying. 
Another process used, and which developed 
from this by natural stages, was the one by 
which the so-called ‘$*nitro-gelatine pow- 
der’’ is obtained. This is made from nitro- 





cellulose. At first only cotton cellulose was 
thought suitable, but soon cellulose from 
other sources was taken. In making this 
explosive the nitro-cellulose was treated in 
rag engines, washed free from all adhering 
impurities and then dissolved in acetic 
ether, or inthe mixture of the same with 
various other bodies. The word gelatine 
in the name of the explosive is derived from 
the peculiar appearance which the nitro- 
cellulose obtains after this treatment and 
not from the presence of any nitrogenous 
gelatine in the finished mixture. 

Special kneading machines are used for 


| mixing which requires to be very intimate, 


and calenders are then employed 
to get a thin sheet which is semi- 
transparent by transmitted light. 
After drying these sheets the shape 
peculiar to smokeless powder is 
given to the granules by punch- 
ing them outin tiny square leaves, 
or sometimes in lentil shape. Pe- 
culiar to this process is further 
a special drying process which 
so completely removes all traces 
of acetic ether that the odor is 
hardly perceptible when the pow- 
der leaves the drying chambers. 
Granulating is followed by the 
treatment with plumbago usual 
with all powders, the granules 
being agitated with plumbago dust 
so that they polish each other with 
the object of giving a coating 
and polish to- each granule, 
smoothing edges left rough in cut- 
ting and so preventing a too speedy 
transmission of the flame during 
explosion. By varying the thick- 
ness of the sheets as well as the 
size of the granules this process 
regulates the rapidity of combus- 
tion and hence also the rate of 
explosion to a considerable ex- 
tent, and so it is feasible to adjust 
this vital factor in a very simple 
and effectual manner to the special 
requirements of any given gun or 
small arm and far more so than 
was the case with the old style 
black powder. 

In Germany and Austria the 
granules are made about 3 milli- 
metres thick for fire arms, and for guns 
from about 7 millimetres upward. Chiefly 
for reasons pertaining to physical struc- 
ture the more extended use of wood cel- 
lulose in the manufacture ofsmokeless pow- 
ders and similar explosives is likely to 
bring about many changes and improve- 
ments which will be welcomed by mili- 
tary authorities. The writer, who has 
been engaged quite extensively in experi- 
menting with wood cellulose for explosives, 
would add to the above that in his opinion 
sulphite cellulose is far more suitable for 
the purpose than either soda or sulphate 
cellulose, provided (2) that the cellulose is 
made soft enough by proper treatment in 
the digester; (46) that the washing is suffi- 
cient (far more being necessary than thought 
of at present); (¢) that no cold water or 
alum is allowed to touch the fibre until 
washed out so as to avoid precipitation of 
incrusting matter. 

The rate of explosion is influenced by a 
and the reliability—viz., certainty of non- 
explosion on storage—by 4 and «. 

The uses to which wood cellulose can be 
put are multifarious, andin many cases it is 
capable of yielding better profits than the 
conversion into paper. In a future article 
I will discuss other and novel purposes to 
which the product of their forests is being 
put by ingenious European chemists.

A new centrifugal machine for making 
pulp tubes consists of two hollow shafts in

San Prancaes Notes. . 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





San Francisco, Cal., December 8, 1891. 

The formation of the Traffic Associa- 
tion is still occupying the chief attention 
of the merchants of San Francisco, and the 
membership of the organization is increas- 
ing steadily. Selection has been made of a 
traffic manager, through whom the asso- 
ciation will treat with the railroad in regard 
to reduction in rates and the other matters 
in which readjustment is sought by the 
merchants. 

In an interview with your correspondent, 
J. C. Stubbs, vice-president of the Southern 
Pacific Company, stated that he believes 
that the formation of the Traffic Association 
will result beneficially both to the shippers 
and to the railroad, if the demagogues 
who usually creep into such organizations 
can be excluded. Treating with merchants 
in different lines of trade and endeavoring 
to please them all, the danger of uninten- 
tional discrimination in favor of one line of 
shippers to the detriment of another has 
been the great stumbling block in the way 
of the railroad satisfying all parties. 

In reference to the subsidization of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Line by the Southern 
Pacific Company and the prevention of 
competition therefrom, which charge is 
specifically set forth in the letter issued by 
the Traffic Association to the merchants, 
Mr. Stubbs states that there is no subsidiza- 
tion, the railroad company simply taking 
12,000 tons’ space per year, thereby insur- 
ing the steamship company sufficient busi- 
ness to maintain uniform freight rates, 
Without these uniform rates of freight Mr. 
Stubbs thinks that much injufy would re- 
sult to the shippers. The competition be- 
tween the railroad and the steamship com- 
pany would naturally be close and the 
freight rates fluctuating, thereby rendering 
it impossible for a merchant to sell goods in 
advance with any degree of certainty. The 
continual rising and falling of rates would 
preclude the possibility of the making of 
contracts in advance for the sale of goods 
at certain prices, as it never could be 
known what the freight charges on goods 
would amount to by the time they were 
shipped. 

Prominent dealers with whom your cor- 
respondent has conversed on this subject 
express themselves to the effect that noth- 
ing can be accomplished by the Traffic As 
sociation except in a business-like manner. 
It is indisputable that the interests of the 
community are more or less those of the 
railroad, the revenue of which is affected 
in proportion to the prevailing condition of 
trade. There is, accordingly, scarcely any 
doubt that the Southern Pacific Company 
will accept proposed measures when they 
can be provedto be fair and reasonable ; 
but the corporation is too powerful for 
any good results to be attained through de- 
mands of a dictatorial character. 

The paper trade has lately received noti- 
fication from the local inspector of the 
Transcontinental Association that the time 
has expired on the decision made by Mr. 
Vining a year ago, and that the same has 
gone into effect. The ruling is that a year 
from the date on which it was given chemi- 
cal manilla, writing. and manilla tissue pa- 
pers shall pay the same rate of freight as 
manilla papers other than wrapping. Here- 
tofore both of these papers have taken the 
same rate as manilla wrapping paper. The 
change in the rate will amount to an increase 
in freight of 30 cents on 100 pounds from 
Eastern sea ports to San Francisco. 

The local mills have not made any ad- 
vance in the price'of manilla paper, but they 
will most likely follow the lead of the East- 
ern manufacturers. The dealers have 
been expecting an increase in prices for 
some time owing to the small quantity be- 
ing received in the market on account of

mill 35x60 feet. There has also been added 
a finishing, shipping and store room, 35x 
120 feet ; also a new wood room, 80x35 feet. 
These extensive additions were completed 
last week, Thursday, and the new ma- 
chinery was set in operation. 

There were present on the day the new 
mill was started F. W. Spicer, the secretary 
of the company ; Mr. Joseph Hughes, of the 
firm of Hughes & Horton, of the Lowville 
Iron Works, the manufacturers of the three 
large wood pulp grinders which were soon 
to be set in motion; T. B. Gotham, of 
Brownville, manufacturer of paper mill ma- 
chinery and of one of the large pulp screens 
to be used in the new mill; F. Bermingham, 
of the Dexter Sulphite Pulp Company, and 
and Wm. Leonard, of Leonard, Gil- 
more & Co., together with a number of 
other citizens who are interested in the 
manufacture of pulp and paper. 

The machinery consists of three large 
four pocket grinders, manufactured by 
Hughes & Horton, of Lowville; two large 
screens, one of which was manufactured by 
the T. B. Gotham Machine Company, of 
Brownville, and one after a model invented 
and made by Wellington Rounds, of Dexter. 
There is a large Decker feltless wet machine. 
By this new process the pulp goes from the 
the grinders into the screens, thence to the 
Decker machine and direct from it to the 
felters, doing away with the ordinary wet 
machine where the pulp is manufactured 
into pulp from a blanket. 

The three water wheels and gearing were 
manufactured by the Holyoke Machine 
Company, of Holyoke, Mass. The mill 
has been built under the personal super- 
vison of Robert Rice, the superintendent, 
the millwright work having been done by 
Frank Pierce, of Dexter. The capacity of 
the millis expected to be 4 tons of wood 
pulp per day. 

The Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Mills 
have a new superintendent in the person of 
Dr. Drewsen. The gentleman seems to 
thoroughly understand this business and 
his qualifications are unquestioned. Dur- 
ing the last year he has been with the Hud- 
son River Paper and Pulp Company, and 
previous was an expert sulphite fibre 
maker in some of the largest mills of this 
kind in Germany and Norway, where he ac- 
quired his knowledge of the sulphite proc- 
ess. Dr. Drewsen takes the place of James 
Outterson in the mills and has already in- 
augurated a number of changes and im- 
provements with the aid of his corps of 
assistants. The stockholders of the com- 
pany now hope to be able to turn out a 
much better quality of fibre than heretofore.

attention to it, with copies of the new constitution and 
other instructive matter, have heen sent to every firm 
manufacturing paper or pulp in the United States. 
Much, however, of such matter is consigned to the 


waste basket without even a thought as to its con- 
tents. 

It is my object to-night briefly to explain these 
changes and the reasons for them, hoping to awaken 
an interest in our association among the Western 
manufacturers, and to secure their co operation in 
making our organization a truly national and repre- 
sentative body, 

On assuming the duties of my office, to which I was 
unexpectedly elected in the summer of 1890, 1 found a 
somewhat anomalous condition of things. 

The constitution of the association implied organized 
control over its members, but a rently there were 
no members to be controlled. The various officials 
were declared an executive body to carry something 
into effect, but there appeared to be nothing to carry, 
and the executive body had been composed, to some 
extent at least, of gentlemen who had never identified 
themselves with the association either by attendance 
at its meetings or contribution to its expenses. 

Not to go further in detail, the constitution con- 
tained many provisions which were both mislead- 
ing and inoperative, while it lacked not a few 

a the cardinal principles of an effective instrument. 
Added to this there was a depleted treasury, an ap- 
parentiack of interest save by a few, and a menace 
that the association would drift into an annua! dining 
club and nothing more. I therefore strongly advo- 
cated a revision of the constitution, a dropping of the 
combination idea, a definition of our objects and 
statement of purposes, an enrollment of members, and 
lastly a provision for annual dues that would furnish 
means for more effective work in the future. 

The first national convention of representatives of 
the paper industry was held at the Grand Union Ho- 
tel, Saratoga, August 28, 1878, pursuant to a call 
signed by a committee of five, which ad been ap- 
pointed at a meeting of Eastern paper manufacturers 
held in Springfield, Mass.,on the 20th of the month 
preceding, ** to consider the advisability of calling a 
general convention, and with authority to call such 
convention at such time and place as they might deem 
advisable.” 

The call announced that the committee believed 

“ that great good might result from a full and free dis- 
cussion of the condition and pr s of this branch 
of industry,”’ and that it was expected “‘ that all mat- 
ters affecting the general good of the trade would be 
considered, especially the question of demand and 
supply and’ the best means of i insuring stability to our 
business, now so seriously demoralized.” 

I have given the salient points in this original call, 
and it will be observed that there is no intimation that 
an organized trust or combination was contemplated. 
On the contrary, the call distinctly stated the object 
was for a “ free and full discussion of the condition 
and prospects’’ of the paper industry. But on the as- 
sembling of the convention it was clear that only one 
idea the representatives of a demoralized 
trade—that ** production must be reduced ’’—and with- 
out waiting to ascertain its members or to consider the 
different conditions of each variety of manufacture 
represented, we see the convention at once expending 
its energies on matters of small detail in which jeal- 
ousies 0 of unknown competitors and fears that someone 
would reap a benefit that all could not share were the 
chief factors in determining action. 

I am not one of those who believe that the American 
Paper Manufacturers’ Association, or the American

lieve much has been gained by sateen together those [ evil, 


engaged in the same industry,and I venture to say | 
that the petty quarrels which marked the early meeting | 
could not again be repeated. 

It was, however, unfortunate for the growth and 
development of the association that the outcome of 
the first convention was the adoption of a constitution 
and a form of organization which implied control over 
individual management of business. That such con- 
trol could not be exercised on a scale so extensive was 
clearly demonstrated within a few months after ad- 
journment, and at the second meeting, in 1879, there 
was an ominous silence among those who had the year 
betore most strongly advocated combined action. 
This meeting, therefore, resulted in little else than a 
general discussion of the then somewhat changed 
condition of business, 

At the third meeting, held in 1880, only two years 
after the adoption of the constitution | have refered to, 
the Hon. Warner Miller, speaking I doubt not the 
sentiments of most of the others in attendance, said : 

“Tam glad to see that so many of our trade have 
gathered together here for mutual consultation, for 
that is what I understand to be the objects of our 
association, For many years the paper manufacturers 
of this country went on without any associations, 
without any yearly meetings and without knowing 
each other to any great extent. I think it is safe to 
say that until two years ago none of us knew half of 
our associates in the trade, and I have no doubt that 
these meetings which have been held for the past two 
years have been a great benefit to the trade, not that 
they have greatly affected the prices of paper, but 
they have led to bringing together the principal manu- 
facturers of the country for an interchange of views. 
1 do not know that there is much that these conven- 
tions can do in the way of directly controlling either 
production or prices, and I do not know that it is desir- 
able that they should do so.”’ 

And thus almost with its inception the idea of a 
combination to control production received its quietus. 

The association next turned its attention to matters 
of a different nature more general in scope and appli- 
cation. 

The export trade was among the first of these to be 
considered, and much information was gained as to 
the conditions necessary to successfully export Amer- 
ican papers. 

Then came the tariff, on which much wind was ex- 
pended and some work performed. 

Then the mutual insurance matter was presented, 
resulting in the establishment of the Paper Mill Mu- 
tual Insurance Company. And if the association had 
accomplished nothing else since its existence the good 
which resulted from the address of Edward Atkinson 
at tne ninth annual meeting in 1886, with the earnest 
efforts before and after of my friend, Mr. Wheel- 
wright, who is with us to-night-this alone, I say, 
would justify its continuance. 


Other subjects of importance to our business have 
received attention, such as the al laws, transporta- 
tion, bankruptcy and reciprocity, and I believe that 
much good has been accomplished. How much great- 
er good must have resulted but for the inherent weak- 
ness of our position! We were not attending to busi- 
ness in a business-like way. The sameold constitution 
remained, but was ignore. We had no declared prin- 
ciples or clearly defined objects ; we were termed by 
some a “ powerful organization of capital ’’ and by 
others we were criticised for doing nothing. We nei- 
ther understood ourselves nor were we understood by 
others. Many who should have met with us held 
themselves aloof, We had no recognized membership, 
while some of our officers had never attended a meet- 
7“ in any way been identified with the association. 

he secretary, upon whom most of the work de- 
volved, served without recompense at the expense of 
much time to himself and, I fear, with little c a- 
tion from his unknown constituency. Above all we 
had no annual dues, and our executive officers were 
unwilling to make assessments except when the coffers 
were depleted. In fact in 1890, when our treasurer re- 
ported the need of more funds, it seemed doubtful if 
the association could stand the strain of an assess- 
ment under the old form, proportionate to the inch 
width of machines. 


The defects I have enumerated had been early rec- 
ognized and a few ineffectual attempts had been made 
to remedy them. At the first meeting an enrollment 
of members was strongly but unsuccessfully advo- 
cated, and again in 1882 Mr. French, of Michigan, 
who was then president, called attention to the fact 
that there was no accurate roll of membership, adding 
that ** it would be well to take some measures whereby 
an enrollment of the entire membership should be 
made.”’ The discussion that followed was unanimous 
in favor of such action, and a plan to accomplish this 
was finally adopted. But there were no funds, and 
therein lay the difficulty. A vast amount of work’ was 
thrown upon a willing but unpaid secretary, and had 
he lived it is doubtful if the enrollment would have 
been effected.

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But the action was not broad and radical 
enough. To carry it out taxed heavily the time of a 
voluntary officer, and, as before, it failed to be ef- 
fective. 

The changes we have now made are radical, and 
yet they are only the logical result of our fourteen 
years’ experience. In the first place we provide for a 
roll of membership, a prerequisite condition of success 
in any association. 

This membership is individual, not representative. 
Any number of members of a firm or part owners in a 
corporation who manufacture paper or pulp may be- 
come members of the association by paying, for the 
first year, the sum of $10,as a sort of initiation fee. 
But tirm membership, with only one representative 
vote, was dropped as unnecessary, inasmuch as we 

were not to be a trust or combination, 

Secondly, we define our objects, ** the consideration 
of matters of general interest to our trade and the pro- 
motion of its welfare,"’ as well as “ social inter- 
course.’ 

A notion seems to have gone abroad that the busi- 
ness interests of the association were to be subordinate 
to the social features, but I think a careful reading of 
the constitution would have dispelled this idea. 

The annual dinner is a settled thing, and is recog- 
nized ; but by special provision the expense of it is to 
be borne by members participating, thereby leaving 
the general funds of the association for the legitimate 
work for which they were intended. This brings me 
to the third and last ae change. 

Provision is made funds by means of annual 
dues from each member equally. Herein rests the 
hope that permanent good may result from our reor- 
ganization. It is the steam which drives the engine. 

It is an old saying, ** You may lead a horse to water, 
but you cannot make him drink,’’ So we may present 
you with a well arranged scheme for a national asso- 
ciation, but we cannot force you into it. Are there 
not, however, cogent r ons why you should join with 
us and give it your hearty support? In no other way 
can it made a national body, and unless it is na- 
tional, with a membership commensurate with the im- 
ponerse of our industry, we can_ hardly expect it to 

come effective in its working. 1 believe we should 
have every member of a firm and every active official 
of a corporation who is eligible enrolled as a member 
of the association. Thus would it become truly na 
tional and representative and a power for the good 0 of 
its mem 

There is much work of a statistical character which 
should be done and the results given regularly to eo 
member. We know too little about our Laaustey 
Other industries have their machinery for ectienting 
data, and why should not ours? We learn from How- 
ard Lockwood that the alle ened capacity of our mills 
has increased during the decade 186 per cent. 
But what do we know of the actual production of our 
mills or the actual consumption of our products ? 
We know in general that the course of prices for the 
last ome os has been steadily downward, but 
who can recall the various fluctuations as they have 
occurred and he especial conditions under which they 
have been effected ? 

The Senate Finance Committee, in connection with 
pe collection of other data, is now engaged in an in- 

venigntign of the course of prices of goods manufac- 
tured in this and other countries for the past fifty 
years, an undertaking of immense and 
conducted under great at dificulties, but as important as 
it is difficult. For it will present us with facts, not

China and Japan Trading Company v 
Collector at New York.— ‘* Manufactures 
of paper,’’ imported October 17, 1890. The 
merchandise arrived by vessel at the port 
of San Francisco, and was entered for im- 
mediate transportation without appraise- 
ment on October 1, 1890, to the port of New 
York, where entry was made for consump- 
tion on October 17, 1890. No permit of de- 
livery to the importer or his agent had been 
issued prior to October 6, 1890, the day the 
new tariff law went into effect, nor were 
the duties presumptively paid until liquida- 
tion on January 19, 1891. The importers 
protested, and claimed that inasmuch as 
the goods arrived at the port of San Fran- 
cisco on October 1, 1890, before the new 
tariff went into operation, they were dutia- 
ble under the act of March 3, 1883. The 
collector was affirmed. 

G. J. Kraft v. Collector at New York.—

The Levison & Blythe Stationery Com- 
pany, St. Louis, Mo., made an assignment 
December 14 for the benefit of creditors to 
Francis W. Palmer ; assets, $40,000, with lia- 
bilities about the same.

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Refining Engine.

herewith illustrated. 
of a stationary disk carrying on its face a 


This engine consists 


series of substantially concentric ribs or 
cutters, combined with a revolving disk 
having its face substantially parallel to the 
face of the stationary disk, said revolving 
disk having upon its face a series of con- 
centric ribs projecting toward and similar 
to the ribs on the face of the stationary 
disk, the concentric ribs on one disk being 
eccentric to the ribs of the other disk, 
whereby the ribs of the revolving disk in 
each revolution work across the ribs of the 
stationary disk with a shearing cutting 
action. 

Figure 1 represents a vertical central sec- 
tional side view of the engine; Fig. 2isa 
face view of the stationary disk detached ; 
Fig. 3 is a face view of the revolving disk 
detached ; Fig. 4 is a diagram illustrating 
the operation of the disks; Fig. 5 is a per- 
spective view of one segment of the ribs 
detached, jand Fig. 6 shows a partial sec- 
tion cutting circumferentially through a 
groove in the disk in which the ribs are set 
and illustrating the means for removably 
securing the ribs to the disk. 

A represents the case within which the 
stationary disk B is arranged; C, the driv- 
ing shaft supported in suitable bearings, D, 
and to the shaft revolution is imparted by 
means of a pulley on the shaft or otherwise. 
There is a tight pulley, E, and a loose pul- 
ley, F. The shaft extends into the case 
through a stuffing box, G, in the usual man- 
ner for this class of machines. Within the 
case the shaft carries a disk, H, which re- 
volves with the shaft. The disk B, as shown 
in Fig. 2, has upon its face a series or sev- 
eral ribs, 2, the several ribs being concen- 
tric to each other, and, as represented in 
Figs. 1 and 2, are concentric with the disk B 
and with the shaft C. The ribs ¢ project 
from the face of the stationary disk B, as 
shown in Fig. 1. The disk H is eccentric to 
the shaft C, but so as to revolve with the 
shaft, the axis of revolution being concen- 
tric with the axis of the stationary disk and 
the ribs thereon. 

The disk H is provided on its face with a 
series of several ribs, 4, preferably in num- 
ber and relative location the same as the 
ribs a of the stationary disk. The ribs 4 of 
the revolving disk are arranged eccentric 
to the axis of the shaft or axis around which 
the disk revolves. The ribs 4 project from 
the face of the revolving disk toward the 
stationary disk and so that the ribs on the 
two disks may work as close together as 
they conveniently may do and run free. 

The case is constructed so as to permit 
the partially disintegrated or prepared 
pulp to be introduced therein. As here rep- 
resented, this is done through a passage, I, 
which leads centrally through the station- 
ary disk, a conductor, J, leading the mate- 
rial to be operated upon into the passage I, 
whence it flows into the case between the 
disks, and at some convenient point the 
case is provided with an outlet, J’, by which 
the completely beaten or refined pulp may 
escape. 

The operation of the machine is illus- 
trated in Fig. 4, in which the solid circle a 
indicates one of the ribs of the stationary 
disk. 4 represents in broken lines the cor- 
responding revolving rib at its extreme 
right hand throw. As the rib 4 revolves in 
the direction indicated by the arrow, it 
works across the rib a, as at d@ d, and this 
cross working continues throughout the 
revolution, as when at the opposite point, 
as indicated by the broken circle #, the 
crossing action will have reached the points 
¢¢. This cross action of the eccentric ribs 
upon the concentric ribs produces a shear- 
like cut between the two, which continues 
throughout the revolution, the same shear- 
like action being produced by all the ribs, 
and the operation of this shear or cutting 
action is to completely beat and disinte- 
grate the material which passes between 
the two disks. 

While the eccentric ribs are shown upon 
the revolving disk, the same result will be 
attained by making the stationary ribs 
eccentric to the axis of the shaft and the 
ribs of the revolving disk concentric 
with the axis of the shaft, thus reversing the 
operation, and this may be illustrated by 
supposing the disk shown in Fig. 3 to be the 
stationary disk with the ribs eccentric to 
the axis, while that of Fig. 2 will represent 
the revolving disk with the ribs concentric

with the axis of revolution. In either case 
the ribs on each disk should be concentric 
with each other. The ribs should be made 


from a durable material, as steel, and to 
conveniently construct them, as well as to 
adapt them for removal or repair, they are 
best made in segments, K, Fig. 5, represent- 
ing one of such segments detached.

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To interlock the ribs they are constructed 
at their ends with lateral grooves or under- 
cuts, M, and the ribs are in their combined 
length less than the circumference of the 
complete circle and so as to leave spaces 
between the adjacent ends of the segments. 
Into these spaces bars, N, are introduced, 
the bars being constructed with lips, O, or a 
shape corresponding to the irregular shape

sponding circular and concentric grooves, 
L (see Fig. 6), the depth of the ribs being 
as much greater than the projection re- 
quired as the depth of the grooves. The 
grooves locate the ribs circumferentially. 
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of the ends of the segments and so as to in- 
terlock therewith. The segments being set 
in place the bars are introduced radially, 
the bars preferably being of a length so 
that a single bar may lock all the ribs, and

curely clamp the ribs upon the disks; but 
this particular means for securing the ribs 
upon the disks is not essential, as it is im-

Legal Decisions.*

Damages to Property Under a Lease,— 
When a person leases property fora speci- 
fied use he impliedly warrants that it shall 
be fit for the use for which it was leased. 
Where a lease provided that the lessees 
should be liable for all damages other than 
loss or damage by fire which should occur 
to the leased building ‘‘by or by reason of 
any act or thing done or,occurring within ”’ 
or outside of said building by the lessees or 
their servants, and the lessees also cov- 
enanted to surrender the premises in as good 
condition as when received by them, ‘ or- 
dinary wear and tear excepted,’’ they 
were not liable for the injuries to the build- 
ing arising from its imperfect construction, 
by reason of which it falls to the ground 
under the ordinary weight of the use for 
which it was leased.— Machen v. Hooper, Court 
of Appeals of Maryland, 21 At. Rep. 67 (146). 


Reduction of Interest by Law.—Where a 
mortgage given to secure a note payable 
in one year is by mutual consent allowed to 
run along several years, and the note bears 
7 per cent. interest, that being the lawful 
rate at the time of its execution, the fact 
that the lawful rate issubsequently reduced 
to 6 percent. will not affect the interest rate 
of the note so running.— Wilcox v. Van Voor- 
his, Supreme Court of New York,’12 N. Y.617

an unrepeated message, as the action is not 
founded on any error which repeating 
could have cured, and the liability of the 
company is the same for the prompt de. 
livery of unrepeated and repeated messages.

Discount for Payment with Limited Time, 
—When goods are sold upon a credit of a 
specified time, with discounts for payment 
before the expiration of the credit, the dis- 
count is only available upon the payment 
of the whole bill within the time limited to 
secure the discount, and a payment of part 
in cash and a return of part of the goods 
will not entitle the customer to the dis.

BLEACHING * POWDER. 
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Lubrication of Speeded Ma- 
chinery. 


A writerin the Manufacturers’ Gazette 
says that one of the important agencies 
which secures the satisfactory working of 
machinery of any description is lubrication, 
and unless suitable means are provided to 
receive and apply the lubricant perfect 
lubrication cannot be assured. Take, for 
instance, the wood planer, a good example 
because of its quick and heavy action. 
While on the old-fashioned, slow running 
machine the old oil box with the hole in 
the cap would answer very well, it would 
be practically useless on many parts of the 
quick and easy running machine of modern 
design. 

One of the principal objections to this 
style of box is that the oil is not retained in 
the oil hole, but runs down immediately 
upon the journal and, with the exception of 
swhat may adhere to the latter, is thrown off 
by the rapid motion of the shaft and wasted, 
so that it will be seen that unless the oil in 
the box is repeatedly replenished the jour- 
nal will become dry and heated before the 
operator is aware of it. A remedy was ef- 
fected for this by cutting away a part of 
the cap and forming a receptacle for a piece 
of suet. But this only causes dust and 
other foreign particles to accumulate and 
be carried in with the melted tallow, where 
they help to cut the journal. Besides this the 
cutting away of the cap only lessens the 
wearing surface so much, and materially 
weakens it. 

The majority of leading manufacturers 
are using a self oiling box, introduced 
several years ago, and which proved a sort 
of godsend, as it is probably the most per- 
fect apparatus for lubricating fast running 
machinery in existence. 

In this «~se the oil is contained in a reser- 
voir just below the box, and drawn up to 
the journal by capillary attraction through 
tubes inserted in the bottom of the box and 
filled with some fibrous substance. An in- 
side box was provided with openings at the 
ends, which formed a bearing, and the sur- 
plus oil drawn up through the tubes was 
caused to flow back again to the reservoir 
after passing over the journals, preventing 
any waste, Thus the journals had a good 
bath in fresh, clean oil at every turn of the 
shaft. There was no hole in the cap, the 
reservoir being filled by taking the former 
off. 

Because this oil cup happened to be con- 
structed so as to require filling but once in 
two or three months, this advantage should 
not be abused, as if let to run until the oil 
is completely exhausted the result would 
be a melted box lining or a cut journal. 
However, although a little expensive, these 
oilers could with proper care be used for 
years with little attention aside from the 
periodical refilling. The glass oil cup in- 
serted into the cap of a common box may 
be called a fair substitute for the self oiler, 
and, being transparent, it is very easy to 
ascertain when its contents are running low ; 
but if the outlet to the journal is set up so 
tight as to allow of just oil enough escaping 
to lubricate the journal, the minutest speck 
of dirt will stop the flow, and unless at- 
tended to at once a hot bearing will ensue. 
Then, again, these cups need refilling of- 
tener than the self oiler. 

Taking all things into consideration, the 
most practical box, for planing mill pur- 
poses at least, is a good common one, with 
a long bearing lined with the best anti-fric- 
tion metal obtainable, and the caps pro- 
vided with good sized circular oil cups, into 
which may be placed a sponge or wad of 
cotton waste. The close fitting covers 
should be hinged on so as to prevent their 
getting lost. A small hole should be drilled 
through the cap in the centre of the oil cup, 
to admit the oil to the journal, and if these 
cups are kept filled with oil, and the covers 
closed tightly, the former will gradually 
filter through. In the selection of a lubri- 
cant it is necessary that great care and 
judgment be exercised, owing to the large 
number of practically worthless oils, all of 
course represented as the best, that are con- 
tinually being foisted upon the purchaser. 
A good rule to follow when buying oils for 
lubricating purposes is ‘‘the best is the 
cheapest,’’ for it always proves so in the 
end. 

The principle of lubrication is to intro- 
duce some substance to that point where 
wearing surfaces of a machine touch, to 
prevent friction by too intimate contact, 
and the substance that will answer this 
purpose and last the longest without be- 
coming thick and gummy is proper, regard- 
less of its ingredients. There are more of 
the lubricating properties to sperm oil than 
in any other, as, being practically free from 
gelatine and having but little affinity for 
oxygen, it does not gum but retains its 
fluidity until consumed. But the great 
drawbacks to the general use of this oil are 
the scarcity and high price of the pure 
article and the extravagance which opera- 
tives are apt to exercise in its use,
